SUBJECT: PRC(I) Meeting 

The DCI has sent two separate memoranda to Dr. Brzezinski requesting 
PRC(I) meetings. One calls for a review of the National Intelligence Topics 
and another asks that members provide advice on the FY 82-86 National Foreign 
Intelligence Program. Stan has suggested--and Bruce Clarke and I agree--that 


the two subjects should comprise the agenda of a single meeting. I understand 
that the meeting has been set tentatively for 25 July. 


The memorandum requesting a discussion of the National Intelligence Topics 
outlined the objective of such a review and had attached to it a copy o7 the 
NITs which would be sent to each member. The caurse of this portion of the 
agenda seems evident. It is somewhat more difficult to describe how we 
propose to conduct the NFIP review portion of the agenda, since we are unable 
at this time to attach the papers that will form the basis of the discussion. 
However, it should help you to know that the DCI would like to have PRCiI) 
views on the following subjects: imagery, Soviet COMINT, Soviet ELINT, “hird 
World COMINT, and nuclear monitoring. We are preparing overview papers on 
each of these topics which are designed to stimulate discussion by the 
consumers of Intelligence Community efforts in these areas. 


In the past the DCI or I have led off the discussion of each topic with 
a short description of the effort and several questions to which the answers 
are important in helping the DCI make his decisions. Also in the past there 
has been considerable discussion of the fiscal guidance level set by OME for 
the National Foreign Intelligence Program budget. This year we hope to be 
able to concentrate instead on substantive areas. This is not to say that 
there will not be some discussion of the level, but it is unlikely to pre- 
occupy the entire NFIP portion of the meeting. 
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We expect to have the overview papers completed sometime next week. 
Certainly they will be ready at least 72 hours in advance of the PRC(I) 
meeting. We will provide copies to you as soon as they are completed so 
we can discuss in greater detail the order of the NFIP portion of the
